1. "Green Sugar" originated in Idaho in 1965 from a hand pollinated cross between
-Alaska X B104 X B109 X AA-15 as the male parent and Scout Selection X W. V. 5C
Early Perfection Selection as the female parent.

2. From the original cross subsequent generations were multiplied in Idaho thru
greenhouse and outside plot production, Pure Line Selections were made in the

F& generation at Oregon State University at the University Enation and Streak Virus
plot in 1969, At this time, it was established that "Green Sugar! was Eration

and Streak Resistant, In 1971 the variety was tested by Nordreco of Bjuv, Sweden.
In 1972 further testing was conducted at Unilever Research Laboratories of

Unilever Limited of Bedford, England. The variety has been tested by three
commercial processors in the United States.

3. This variety was stabilized in the sixth generation. Subsequent generations
have not shown variants that would require r‘cycfging.

The variety has a stiff straw, perfection type vine, internodes
short and zigzag with a growth habit of sixteen to eighteen inches, First infloresence
being on the eleventh node, plant will do some branching. Node color is green,
L.eaflets are paired two or more, medium wax., Stipules are larger than leaflets,
very dark green vine type. Flowers are white with greenish venation, bearing
mostly double pods. Seed is wrinkled with yellow Cotyledones., The variety
resembles Scout for dark green foliage and short internodes with yellow Cotyledones.
